Washington — (NEA) — "Five 


Percenters" and "Influence Fed- 
lets" who try to obtain special con- 
sideration for their clients through 
government contracts resort 
to 


many ingenious and devious prac- 
tices. 


One angle 
recently 
attempted 


was an effort to get a defense con- 
tract for a certain company on the 
grounds that it would help relieve 
unemployment in a distress area. 
Basis for this claim was an order 
from the White House itself, dating 
back to last August. 


President Tiuman at that time 


had directed that government de- 
partments which do heavy buying 
feasible to nine "E" areas in which 
unemployment was more than 12 
per cent. 


Last February there were 43 of 


these "E" areas. Today there are 
only 22, and the next monthly re- 
port will show even fewer. 


A typical effort to take advantage 


of this situation, however, has been 
described womewhat as follows: 


A group of promoters, eager to 


get in on some of the government's 
expanded buying for national de- 
fense, located an idle plant in a 
distress area. An offer to buy or 
lease the plant, contingent on re- 
ceipt of a government contract, 
was then negotiated with the own- 
er. 


A brochure was then perpared,

Five Percenters Must Learn 
What Government Wants 
At this stage the promoters had 


nothing to sell. They had no par- 
ticular experience in manufactur- 
ing.

Filling a first order involves high 
costs. Established competitors are 
always in a position to make lower 
bids.

Getting 
Department of Labor support for 
any$fi!ig that will, relieve unem- 
ployment is in the same class. 


The government's main protect- 


ion, 
and the thing that has pre- 


vented many high-cost government 
contracts being for the relief ol 
small business 
or unemployment 


in a particular area is a firm rul 
ing by Comptroller General Lind- 
says C. Warren. He has held that 
all contracts must be let to the 
lowest bidder, where competitive 
bidding is called for. In this he is 
fully supported by law.

No Man Should Be Called on 
to Undergo Fierce Combat 
More Than Once a Lifetime

With U. S. 27th Regiment, Korea 


— (/P) — Combat is a cruel test 
of endurance, courage, and sanity 
which no man should be -called on 
to endure more than once in 
lifetime — and even that is 


his 
too 


much. But many veterans of World 
War II are facing the test again 
in Korea. 


Most of them 
went into 
the 


last war as youths — fresh from 
high school or the college campus. 
Somewhere between Pearl Harbor 
and the end of the war they lost 
that youth. They were young-old 
men. 


When peace came 
they 
found

wounded in action in Korea, is now 
in an army and navy hospital in 
El Paso his parents said today. It 
was indicated that there is pos- 
sibility that part of his hands which 
were badly mangled, may be sav- 
ed. Barring complications he will 
probably be sent home on furlough 
jn about a month. 


they had learned a trade that had 
no market at home. The o n l y 
employer who placed any value on 
ability to kill the enemy was the 
army which had trained t h e m . 
Ans so they stayed in the army. 


These are the men who f o r m 


the real backbone of the Ameri- 
can army fighting to hold off the 
North Korean-Reds until a United 
Nations powerhouse is assembled 
behind them. They hold the 
key 


spots in companies and battalions 
and regiments and divisions—these 
young-old men of World War II. 


As examples there are 
C a p t. 


Earl W. Buchanan of Newport, 
Vt. and Maj. Harry K. Hauge of 
Lexington, Ky. 


Buchanan is a lean, thin-faced 


man who smiles quickly 
when his face 
is drawn 
e v e n 
w i t h 


weariness and his eyes are 
red 


from lack of sleep. 
He fought 


through the rugged mountains of 
Italy and across southern France 
—19 long months of combat. 


Then one day at Strasbourg on 


the Rhine a piece of shrapenel from 
a German tank shell s 1 a p p e d 
him on the head. He woke up to 
find himself a prisoner in a Ger- 
man aid station. 


The Germans took Buchanan in- 


to Russia to a prison c a m p and 
then into 
Poland. He 
escaped 


from prison just before s t o r m 
troopers forced one g r o u p of 
Americans to make a w i n t e r 
march. It was a march of death 
for many of them too ill and weak 
to stand the hardships, 


But Buchanan escaped 
to the 


Russians and he made his 
way 


home through Odessa . m o n t h s 
after his capture. 


Harry Hauge is more ruggedly 


built than Buchanan. But in his 
face there is the same t a u t , 
drawn look of the fighting man. 
Before he took up the trade of the 
soldier, Hauge was known through- 
out the south as a halfback for 
(he university of Kentucky 
foot- 


ball team. 


For three year? — 1938 to 1941 


— Hauge played in the Kentucky 
backfield on Saturday afternoons 
and lived the life of a big man 
on the campus. 


But in '41 he joined the 
army 


and they s.ent him to Europe to 
fight with the 78th division. After 
the war in Europe, Hauge believed 
like many of us that he had done 
all the fighting that was 
needed. 


He looked forward, to a comfort- 
able peacetime life with the army. 


But Harry Hauge is f i g h t i n g 


again. The day I saw him his bat- 
talion was in the "bowling alley"— 
the valley down which the 
Reds 


were trying to fight their way to 
Taegu. 


There is nothing unusual about 


the story of Buchanan and Hauge 
There are scores o? Others l i k e 
them who are welding this army 
into a fighting machine. 


But it's, the Buchanans and the 


Hauges who have given this army 
the hard inner core of experience 
which will mean the difference be- 
tween victory and 
defeat.

a compromise GI allotment bill.

$35 to $165 monthly to families of 
enlisted servicemen. The figures in- 
tiudo deductions ranging from $40 
to 80 from the serviceman's month- 
ly paycheck, the government put- 
ting up the balance.

Note: any regularly employed 


farm worker who works continu- 
ously for one employer through the 
fourth quarter of this year and 
then works at least 60 
days 
in 


the first quarter of 1951 will get 
credit for that first quarter 
of 


1951. 
Since the program for farm 


workers starts Jan. 1, 1951, he can 
count the last quarter in 1950 as 
his preliminary quarter. 


Since no farm worker comes un 


der the program until Jan. 1, 1951, 
ho worker or farm-owner has to 
pay any social security tax till the 
end of the first quarter in 1951. 


The tax is on the first $3,600 of 


a worker's pay: 1 1-2 percent paid 
by the worker, 1 1-2 percent paid 
by the employer. Total tax: three 
percent. 
. The employer is responsible un- 
der the law. for turning this tax 
Into the government at the end of 
every quarter. He'H make the re- 
turn on the same kind of form used 
by employers in other businesses. 
The government will explain the 
details for farmers later. 


But here's an example: Jones 


earns $100 a quarter on Smith's 
farm. The tax on Jones is $1.50r 
on Smith $1.50. Smith takes the 
1.50 out of Jones' pay, adds 1.50 
of his own money, and turns it in. 


Who's excluded from the pro- 


gram? Any farm-owner or opera- 
tor. For example: Smith works a 
farm on shares. He's excluded. But 
if he hires Jones to help him and 
outlined above, Jones is in. 


What kind of farm worker is 


covered? Everybody who is em 
ployed regularly on a farm and 
meets the three conditions. For 
example: 


The field hand; the man who 


crates the farmer's vegetables for 
market; the man whose Job 
Is 


keeping the machinery repaired 
(but not someone called in for an 
occasion repair job); 
and d» 


mestic servants in a farm home, 
like cooks. 


(There's another new program 


which covers domestic 
servants 


in 
non-farm Is b u t f a r m- 


servants are not under that pro- 
garm. They're grouped with farm 
workers.) 


But practically everybody con 


nected with farm work — on or 
off the farm — is now under so- 
cial security. For example: 


Until now people employed in 


canneries — co m m e r cial can- 
neries, putting up farm products 
—were classed as farm workers 
and so were not under social se- 
curity. 


Now they are no longer consid- 


ered farm workers. 
But 
since 


that automatically makes them 
employes in commerce or Indus- 
try, they come under social se- 
curity. 


They'll come under it through 


the rules that govern other 
trial workers, like me« Ut 
plant, but not as farm --w 
there may be some bonuttline 


cases where the employe *r w» 
employer Isn't sure whether to- 
dial security applies to his ca*e. 
He should check at once with hia 
nearest: social security office.
